QUESTION: I had new brakes put 
on all four wheels of my car and at the 
same time had the wheel bearings re¬ 
packed.

The drive wheels nor¬ 
mally use pressed-in, sealed bearings 
that do not require servicing. If the

Arcadia Meet Once 
Again Filled With 
Outstanding 
Performances 

The 30th Arcadia Invitational track meet lived up to its billing Saturday as one of 
the nation’s premiere events of its kind with athletes producing several top national 
marks before a packed crowd of 7,000 at Arcadia High School. 

Among the highlights, Kinshasa Davis of Long Beach Wilson won the 200m 
(23.53), 4(X)m (52.61), then anchored the Bruins 1600m relay squad to a win (3:40.2). 
Each of those races produced a top national mark this year. Additionally, Davis’ 52.61 
broke the meet record in the 400m, eclipsing Denean Howard’s (Granada Hills 
Kennedy) 52.90 set in 1982. 

Other national leader performances included Angelea Williams of Chino in the 
100m (11.50) and St. Bernard’s 4(X)m relay team (45.60) on the girls side, and Sul¬ 
tan McCullough of Muir in the 2(X)m (21.04) and Dominique DeGrammont of Tustim 
in the 1 lOHH (13.72) in the boys portion. 

Several other meet records fell to Southern Section teams including Muir’s 400m 
relay (40.28, old mark 40.79, Hawthorne) and 1600m relay (3:10.00, old mark 3:11.33, 
Hawthorne, 1988), and Long Beach Wilson’s 16(X)m relay (3:40.33, old mark 3:43.54, 
Long Beach Poly, 1995). 

Southern Section winners in the invitational portion of the meet include Miguel 
Fletcher of Alemany in the 100m (10.70), Kenyon Rambo of Long Beach Poly in the 
3(X)IH (36.66), Scott Moser of Huntington Beach in the discus (205-7), and Michelle 
Perry of Quartz Hill in the lOOHH (13.88).

\Afelfare Reform 


Sue attended Hugo Reid Elementary School, First 
Avenue Junior High School and graduated from Arca¬ 
dia High School. She later attended California Western 
University in San Diego, where she earned her B.S. 
degree and teaching credential. 

Sue taught school in Baldwin Park for four years 
before starting her family. 

Sue and her husband, Tom, who is a manufacturer’s 
rep, have three children. Their son, Tom, is an electri¬ 
cal contractor who lives in Sierra Madre. Daughter, 
Laura, works in the area of heart care in a convalescent 
home in Helena, Montana. Their youngest, Jan, is a 
sophomore at San Diego State. 

Sue spent many years as a volunteer in Arcadia. She 
was the state president for Junior Women’s Clubs of 
California. vShe began with the Boy Scouts as a volun¬ 
teer and later was employed for eleven years. She es¬ 
pecially enjoyed planning programs for the camp. 

Currently, Sue is the Director of Development at the 
Foothill Workshop, a non-profit community agency that 
provides vocational and life long training skills to dis¬ 
abled adults. 


Our children, are this state’s and country’s greatest 
resource, and most precious treasure, and they should be 
protected and nurtured. I myself have been blessed with 
seven beautiful children who have given me nine fan¬ 
tastic grandchildren. There is nothing that I wouldn’t 
do for them and I would never want to see them doomed 
to a life of poverty, drug addiction, neglect, and crime. 
California’s welfare system abandons the hopes and 
future of our children by condenming them to a vicious 
circle of dependency, failure, and low self esteem. 

California’s welfare system provides little encourage¬ 
ment or incentive for welfare parents to pull themselves 
up by their bootstraps, but rather sentences them to a life 
of dependency that directly effects the children. Stud¬ 
ies have shown time and time again that welfare depen¬ 
dency has a direct effect on those children of welfare 
dependents. A child that is welfare dependent has a 
lower IQ and an increased likelihood of future academic 
failure. Children of welfare dependent parents are more 
likely to be abused than even poverty level non-welfare 
dependent children. And welfare dependency all but as¬ 
sures that those families will continue to be impover¬ 
ished. 

A University of Wisconsin study of second-graders 
from low income, high-risk families has shown that 
when the parent or parents worked moderately or exten¬ 
sively during the child’s first three years, the family was 
less likely to be in poverty four years later. 

The Wisconsin plan, which was the model for Gov¬ 
ernor Wilson’s welfare reform proposals, does work. In 
the past ten years since it’s implementation Wisconsin 
has seen a reduction is caseload by almost half, saving 
millions of dollars each year. These savings have been 
passed on to those families that are in a truly desperate 
situation. In fact, spending in Wisconsin, for these fami¬ 
lies has increased due to the savings form families no 
longer in need of assistance. In conjunction with that, 
Wisconsin has seen a direct effect on its children. There 
are fewer cases of child abuse, fewer cases of children 
on drugs, or getting in trouble with the law, and more of 
these children are excelling academically. 

My colleagues on the other side of the aisle would 
have the public believe that Republicans are not com¬ 
passionate, that we do not care about poverty these chil¬ 
dren live in. Nothing could be further from the truth. Re¬ 
publicans in Wisconsin and Michigan have moved for¬ 
ward with a program that is tough but compassionate. 
These states have recognized the devastating effect the 
current mentality towards welfare can have on children. 
The question must be asked, who is more compassion¬ 
ate. Those that would doom our children to a life of 
poverty, dependency, and neglect, or those that would 
provide the opportunities to succeed and rise up out of 
this vicious circle.

Last week we wrote about Barney’s message on what 
our attitude of gratitude and thanksgiving ought to be. 
The underlying issue was that we should give thanks “in” 
our circumstance and not “for” our circumstance. Much 
more can be said and should be said about this issue but 
time and space does not allow us to do justice to the topic. 
However there are a few things that should be mentioned 
and I will list the headings and the Scriptures that goes 
along with the precepts. For simplicities sake I will list 
them without any editori^llizing: 

Gratitude involves sacrifice because we are not nat¬ 
urally thankful - Psalm 107:22 

It involves frequent repetition - 1 Chronicles 23:30 
It involves singing and joy - Psalm 42:4 
It involves glorifying God - Psalm 69:30 
In involves us in God’s presence - Psalm 100:4 
It involves the miraculous - Matthew 15:36 
It involves redemption - Matthew 26:27 
It involves protection - Philippians 4:6, 7 
It involves our relationship with God and people - 
IThessalonians 1:2 

I realize I have made things a bit difficult for you in 
just giving you the verse without telling you what it says. 
However it’s good for all of us to be driven to the Scrip¬ 
ture for edification, clarification and validation. Take 
these verses to heart for they say an awful lot but more 
importantly, it’s importance lies in the fact that it is God 
who said them.

The Voice of God 

As a pure spirit, God has no vocal chords. When we 
complain that we never hear God’s voice, is it because 
we are expecting a certain sort of sound. When we hear 
that the prophet Elijah heard God in a “tiny whispering 
sound,” that sound is literally “a sound of silence.” In 
some mysterious way, Elijah experienced God’s pres¬ 
ence and realized that God did not want him to abandon 
the frustrating mission in which he was engaged. 

God communicated with us. In fact, God communi¬ 
cated with us in Jesus’ very real voice: “The only Son, 
God, who is at the Father’s side, has revealed Him.” 
(John 1:18). Why did the Word become flesh? SO that 
flesh-and-blood people could hear the Father. “In times 
past, God spoke in partial and various ways to our an¬ 
cestors through the prophets; in these last days. He spoke 
to us through a Son.” (Hebrews 1:1-2). 

This Son speaks to us today in the Gospels, and not 
only through His recorded words. Everything He did 
was a sign of God* s will. That includes the selfless death 
on the cross, a visible and eloquent, even if rather silent, 
statement of how much God loves us. It is significant that 
the same word in Hebrew means both “word” and 
“event”. Events “speak” to us. 

This is true of our lives’ ordinary events. Through 
them God tells us what the divine will for us is. We may 
not like our situation any more than Elijah like his. But 
if we pray sincerely and put ourselves confidently in 
God’s hands, on one way or another - perhaps subtly, 
perhaps dramatically - God will “tell” us what is for our 
own good and what the divine will for us is. But we must

trust God. Otherwise we risk deluding ourselves, forc¬ 
ing God’s “voice” to tell us what we want to hear. 

From time to time we read of some shocking crime 
in which the perpetrator insists afterward that a “voice” 
ordered him to commit it. We can be sure it was not 
God’s voice he heard. In the early Christian assemblies 
individuals at times announced a “prophecy,” a divine 
message they had received. St. Paul advised, to outright 
rejection of these messages, but caution about them. He 
said: “Do not quench the Spirit. Do not despise pro¬ 
phetic utterances. Test everything: retain what is good. 
Refrain from every kind of evil.” (Thessalonians 5:19- 
22). Openness, along with patient testing, should also 
guide us in hearing god’s voice. For “we know that all 
things work for the good of those who love God.” (Ro¬ 
mans 8:28). (From the words of Fr. John J. Castelot).
